September 25.--(4) —A 
special committee of the Georgia As- 
sociation of County Commissioners 
went on record here today as favor- 
ing unanimously the floating of $75,- 
000,000 in state highway bonds, near- 
ly one-third of which amount will go 
to refund, in cash, money advanced 
by various counties toward the com- 
pletion of their own system of roads. 

The recommendation, which will be 
made to the commissioners’ associa- 
fion next April, and in turn to the 
general assembly of Georgia, was pro- 
posed by A. J. Lippett, of Albany, 
and seconded by Judge C. H. Brown, 
of Clarkesville. 

Of the $75,000,000 it is proposed 
that $50,000,000 will go for the con- 
struction of hard surfaced highways, 
and the other 
sum thereof as may be necessary, will |

As he left the country which gave 
Wilson victory, Governor Smith pon- 
dered upon his venture into the west, 
a country strange to him for the most 
part, but a country whose people re- 
sponded eagerly to the wave of the 
brown derby. 

Hle gave them a new sort of politi- 
‘al campaign, he spoke to them about 
the issues which lie close to their 
hearts, farm relief and water power. 
Ile met another issue which has rais- 
ed its head here, the religious issue. 
At all times, he has challenged his 
republican opponent, Herbert Hoover. 

Woodrow Wilson based his appeal! 
on the war-time slogan, “He kept us 
out of war.” That one issue seemed 
to strike a responsive chord in this 
peaceful farm country. Smith has 
no one dominant issue. He made an 
appeal here to a political element 
similar to that which rallied about 
Andrew Jackson 100 years ago—dis- 
contented farmers and the laboring 
class as well as the varied city groups 
which work for a salary but on is- 
sues which had not risen in that day. 

Smith’s campaign program?is some- 
what similar to that of the late Sena- 
tor LaFollette in 1924. He has made 
an open bid for that support. He 
received optimistic reports in the 
northwest that much of this vote 


'would come to him. 


Farmers Oppose Hoover. 

The prize is 71 electoral votes in 
the group of states which Smith wii 
have covered on his campaign—Ne- 
braska, Oklahoma, Colorado, Kansas, 
Wvyoming, Montana, North Dakota, 
Minnesota and Wisconsin. The elec- 
toral vote of his own state is more 
than half of this, being 45, but his 
strategists covnt much upon carrying 
some of these states. 

He found much opposition among 
farmers to Hoover, which he sought 
to capitalize. He also found some de- 
fection in his own ranks in Oklahoma, 
and a Jack of intense organizing 
activity as had been expected at other 
places. Dy personal conferences he 
sought to belster up his forces. The 
campaign 
will not return 
the election. 

All this territory is a battle ground. 
The situation appears most favorable 
for Smith in the northwest. Okla- 
homa and Colorado, it seems, will be 
very closely fought. Democrats also 
will make a bid in two normally re- 
publican states, Kansas and Wyo- 
ming, but with the odds against them 
apparently at this stage. 

The democratic candidate was given 
n boisterous welcome today in Butte, 
the home town of Senator Burton K.

URGES DISARMAMENT

Geneva, September 25.—(A)—Fur- 
ther steps toward disarmament must 
be accomplished with a minimum de- 
lay, said a resolution adopted by the 
assembly of the League of Nations to- 
day.

Weight “Balance. 


One great fhult in most games for 
the majority of players is hitting off 
balance. The body is too far forward. 
This applies to boxing, golf, tennis 
or baseball. 

Three of the best examples of proper 
weight balance in hitting are Bobby 
Jones, Bill Tilden and Babe Ruth. 
They dont lunge forward ahead 
the blow. Tilden gives you the im- 
pression of hitting with- his weight 
pretty well back on his right leg. It 
is hard to get much power when the 
weight thrown to the left leg too 
soon, for that leaves no body support. 

Any over-anxious ballplayer is al- 
most sure to throw his weight for- 
ward too soon and either pop one up 
or hit a weak infield grounder. 

Hornsby and Paul Waner are others 
who seem to have the weight well 
back on the right side just as they 
start the swing. From this balance 
the body weight can travel forward 
with the hands and arms. 


Dempsey, Tunney, Zelinski? 


My dear Grant: The opinion seems 
to be rather prevalent that the next 
heavyweight champion du monde will 
not be any of the big boys at present 
cavorting more or less merrily in the 
fistic spotlight, but some youngster 
as yet unknown, who will sweep into 
favor almost overnight and wade right 
rough the rest of the contending 
field in much the same manner as 
Will Harrison Dempsey did some ten 
or eleven years ago. 

ld like to suggest, Grant, that you 
tab this name for future reference— 
Joe Zelinski, of Binghamton, N. Y. 

Heres a nineteen-year-old kid who’s 
been fighting only a year and a half 
and who, at the current moment, is 
but X middleweight. However, he has 
been growing in amazingly rapid fash- 
ing and in another two years or less 
he will be sealing in the general vi- 
cinity of 185 pounds. By that time, 
with the experience and polish he will 
have acquired, hell just wreck the 
heavyweight division. 

Zelinski (until now, 
Zink) is the nearest approach to 
Dempsey that I've seen. He is a 
vicious, aggressive, two-fisted slugger 
and a terrific puncher with either 
hand. Color? He fairly oozes it. 

You may recollect, Grant, that I 
nominated Dempsey to succeed Jess 
Willard a year before the Massacre 
of Maumee bay was staged. And I 
picked James Joseph Tunney to whip 
Dempsey more than a year before the 
Battle of the Soaked-squi-Centennial. 

Now I'm stringing along with a kid 
who is fully two years away from the 
title, but a kid, who, like Dempsey 
was, is a natural-born fighter, and 
needs only about twenty pounds more 
of beef and brawn and the necessary 
experience to make him the best 
heavyweight in this wide world.

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WHO SUCCEEDS IN COLLEGE. 

According to tests made in the psy- 
chological laboratory of Colgate uni- 
versity, the boy who succeeds in col- 
lege must be an introvert. This means 
he blushes easily, is much affected by 
what people say about him, is ex- 
tremely self-conscious, much given to 
detail, writes better than he talks and 
would walk a mile for an idea or an 
ideal. 

By similar experimenting and _ sta- 
tistical charting these psychologists 
have discovered that extroverts do not 
succeed in college. These are the fel- 
lows who love sports, talk better than 
they write, laugh easily, are hard- 
boiled as to criticism, and carry a car- 
load of happy dispositions and would 
walk more than a mile for something 
besides an idea. 

In other words if these conclusions 
are correct, the boy whom everybody 
likes and who likes everybody and 
who hasn’t a grouch in a ecarload is 
going to fail in college, while his in- 
troverted, blushing, self-conscious de- 
tail-minded, worrying brother is sure 
of collegiate success. 

If this is the case then many par- 
ents should have reason to rejoice on 
the day that their son is sent home 
with the official statement: “Cause 
of failure, ‘Extrovert.’” The boy, in 
all probability, will sueceed in _ busi- 
ness life in direct ratio to his failure 
in college. If the offtrial college let- 
ter reads, “Congratulations on your 
son’s remarkable record. If he con- 
tinues to improve at the same rate 
he will rank as the greatest introvert 
dear old college ever turned 
out,” then prepare to see your young 
hopeful wearing a Phi Beta Kappa 
key and asking you to send him to the 
graduate school. 

With all due respect to Colgate’s 
personality and rating scale and its 
application in some 385,000 hours of 
work in a psychology laboratory, there 
are those, and the writer is one, who 
believe that success in college is not 
measured by Phi Beta Kappa keys 
or high marks or Who's Who or dol- 
lars. 

Success at best is a 
A scientist who sacrifices 
in discovering a germ, a poor boy 
who becomes a scholar, a rich boy 
who attains eminence in engineering, 
a poet whose work is honored one 
tundred years after death, a Ph.

Weekly Review 


Manchester, England, September 13. 
(By Mail.)—The feature of interest 
in the market during the prst week 
has been the comparatively big de- 
cline in raw cotton prices.

The slump in prices has been rather 
steeper than anticipated by most trad- 
ers, and it iliustrates the weak un- 
dertone. It is very evident that the 
raw cotton markets lack buying power 
and as the position stands at the mo- 
ment it is quite possible that values 
will eventually recede to a lower level. 

Lancashire. of course, is pleased at 
this development, for it means that 
cloth buyers will be able to commence 
operations on a lower basis. The pol- 
icy of shippers and merchants for 
some time past has been one of holding 
nloof and this attitude has been amply 
repaid. 

At the time of writing. however, a 
very unsettled tone prevails through- 


out the Manchester market.

‘The slavers were sen- 
tenced by Judge John Caverly to serve 
99 years for kidnaping and a life 
term for murder. The mittimus allow- 
el them fo serve the terms concur- 
rently instead of consecutively, how- 
ever, he said. 

Status is Farce. 

“Their status at the penitentiary 
is a farce.” Clabaugh said. ‘‘Already 
they are building up fine records in 


the prison with a view to seeking 
paroles, SomeNody is using their in- 
fluence. ‘These two sons of wealth 
are pampered pets in Joliet. 

“Imagine picking the two worse 
eases in the prison and giving these 
bovs the choice positions over more 
than 3.000 other men. One is private 
secretary to the first warden and the 
other is private secretary to the Prot- 
estant chaplain. Yet Leopold was 
generally believed to have been the 
brains of the prison outbreak two 
vears ago which has cost, so far, sev- 
eral lives and resulted in the hanging 
of three men.” 

Clabaugh said he ealled attention 
to the error when he took charge of 
the parole board but that it had no 
effect. He said he did not know 
whether the law would permit the 
error to be corrected but at least “no 
attempt was being made.”

The luxury sleeping compartment 
of first class cars on British railway 
lines are the last word in comfort, 
but they are searce and expensive, 
The occupant enjoys everything from 
the services of a valet to breakfast 
in bed, but he must travel first class. 
which costs twice as much as third 
aud then pay an additional pound 
sterling for his private compartment. 
British night trains have in the 
past carried one or two sleepers with 
a dozen third-class day coaches crowd- 
el with men, women and children 
sleeping sitting upright in the “car- 
riages” or when the trains are 
jamined, sprawled in the corridors. 
The innovation of third-class sleep- 
ers enables the ordinary passenger to 


obtain a berth for seven shillings or 


$1.75. The compartments are four- 
bunk affairs without privacy. 

Each berth is equipped with a pil- 
low and a traveling rug—and in the 
morning there is tea, without which 
no real Englishman starts his day in 
good humor.
